Enhancing  the  Grammar  Experience " 

'^^hat  a  difference  a  year  makes!  Returning  to  school  this  fall.  I  felt  at  home  at  Grammar  and  felt  exhilarated 
by  the  exciting  possibilities.  In  late  August.  2006.  I  joined  the  Student  Leadership  Team  for  our  first  retreat  at 
White  Point  Resort.  Not  even  the  mist  and  drizzle  could  dampen  our  enthusiasm.  Our  Head  Boy  and  Head 
Girl  were  accompanied  by  almost  two  dozen  senior  students  and  a  faculty  team  of  twelve  deeply  committed  to 
supporting  our  students.  We  emerged  from  that  Student  Leadership  Retreat  with  a  newly  formed  student- 
faculty  team  and  exciting  plans  to  engage  students  more  fully  in  the  life  of  school  outside  the  classroom. 


Looking  back,  this  was  the  year  of  real  advances  in 
student  leadership.  All  students  were  re-introduced  to 
the  four  School  Houses  with  a  plan  to  rejuvenate  student 
participation  at  all  levels,  from  Primary  to  Grade  12. 
We  greatly  expanded  our  Student  Council  to  include 
representation  from  Grades  7  to  12.  Our  School  prefects 
were  elevated  in  status  as  members  of  the  new  Board 
of  Stewards.  More  Granunar  School  students  were 
challenged  to  assume  leadership  positions  than  ever 
before.  Over  one-third  of  the  Graduating  Class  took 
on  major  roles  and  some  44  students  were  actively 
involved  in  our  student  leadership  initiative. 

The  past  school  year  brought  a  few  other  new  initiatives. 
Our  new  Weekly  Schedule  and  Academic  Timetable 
ushered  in  fewer,  but  longer  periods,  helping  to 
moderate  the  pace  of  life  and  bring  real  benefits  for 
students  as  well  as  faculty.  Every  Wednesday  was 
designated  as  a  Special  Day  featuring  an  Assembly  or 
Student  Activities,  regularly  focusing  on  House 
competitions.  While  students  wore  HGS school  uniforms 
on  Assembly  Days,  much  more  comfortable  House  Activity  shirts  were  introduced  for  scheduled  House  and 
intramural  competitions.  Our  Student  Leaders  adopted  a  theme  for  the  year  Every  Voice  is  Heard! "  It  challenged 
students  to  seize  the  opportunities,  to  get  involved,  and  to  make  a  difference. 


The  House  System  came  back  with  a  real  bang!  On  September  13.  students  from  Grades  5  to  12  rallied  in  their 
newly-designated  House  lairs  and  marched  into  the  TRC  Theatre  to  participate  in  a  rousing  celebration  of 
House  spirit.  Students  and  staff  raised  the  roof  in  response  to  impassioned  presentations  for  each  of  our  School 
Houses.  The  House  Rally  set  the  tone  and  was  the  first  in  a  series  of  spirit-raising  events  held  throughout  the 
year  All  students  are  members  of  one  of  the  four  Houses:  Acadia.  Glooscap.  Privateers,  or  Royals,  as  are  all 
faculty  and  staff.  The  new  House  Cup.  unveiled  in  January  2007.  is  now  the  ultimate  prize  awarded  to  the 
House  with  the  most  points  earned  in  a  spirited  year-long  competition. 

Students  at  the  Grammar  School  continue  to  amaze  me.  Surveying  these  pages,  you  will  see  the  visual  record 
of  the  many  triumphs  and  achievements  as  well  as  the  twists  and  turns  of  daily  school  life.  Over  the  past  year 
Head  Girl  Alia  Hack  and  Head  Boy  Michael  Potter  have  set  a  positive  tone  and  ably  guided  the  expanded 
Student  Council,  strongly  supported  by  House  Captain  Meredith  Conrod.  Assistant  House  Captain  Leah  Rose- 
Davis,  and  a  great  cast  of  Stewards.  Behind  them  all  the  way  was  a  dedicated  faculty  team,  led  by  Gayle 
Baillie.  Paul  Brinkhurst.  Tim  McGarrigle.  the  House  Counsellors,  and  the  Activities  Advisors.

The  four  Houses  are  all  identified  with  the  history  and  traditions 
of  Nova  Scotia.  Echo  House  has  its  own  unique  identity, 
consisting  of  a  House  motto,  crest,  flag,  and  cheer  Membeiof 
each  House  aspire  to  honour  the  so-called  "characteristics  "of 
members  of  that  particular  House.  Whilega  are  at  Grammar 
your  triumphs  will  earn  you  House  Points,  under  a  positive 
rewards  system  measuring  student  participation  in  school- 
sponsored  activities.  Students  and  staff  may  earn  House  Points 
for  a  range  of  contributions  to  school  life,  including  academics, 
athletics,  arts,  community  service,  and  cleanliness  or  "good 
housekeeping." 

Each  House  has  a  House  Lair  a  designated  meeting  place  where 
House  gatherings  are  held  on  a  regular  basis.

SCOTT  TAYLOR 
VISITS  HGS

October  4,  2006,  we  were  fortunate  to  hine  Scott  Taylor  come  to  speak  to 
students  from  grades  seven  to  twelve  about  Canada's  role  in  Afghanistan  and  the 
nature  of  media  coverage  of  the  conflicts  in  both  Afghanistan  and  Iraq.  His  speech 
was  followed  by  questions  from  a  panel  of  senior  school  students  which  included 
Scott  Stirrett  SI,  Sinead  O'Rafferty-Swain  S2.  Chris  Fitz-Clarke  S2.  and  F.than 
Macaulay  S3. 

Scott  Taylor  is  a  former  professional  soldier  who  has  been  Editor-in-Chief  ol  the 
military  magazine  Esprit  de  Corps  since  1988.  He  has  worked  for  the  last  10  >o:us  as 
a  war  correspondent  which  has  taken  him  to  places  such  as  tiie  Persian  Gulf, 
Cambodia,  Croatia,  Bosnia,  Turkey,  Kosovo,  and  snost  recently  Iraq  where  he  has 
reported  on  the  effects  of  UN  sanctions  and  heightening  tensions  with  (he  I  nited 
States.    While    in    Iraq,    Mr.    Taylor    was    held    captive    for    five    days    in    September  2004. 

He  frequently  works  with  the  media  as  a  military  analyst  and  is  a  weekly  columnist 
with  the  Chronicle  Herald.  He  has  also  made  contributions  to  The  Ottawa  Citizen,  The 
Globe  and  Mail,  and  MacLean's  magazine  and  is  the  author  of  several  controversial 
bestsellers  including  Tarnished  Brass.  Mr.  Taylor  is  the  recipient  of  the  Quill 
award  for  outstanding  work  in  Canadian  communications  and  the  Alexander  MacKenzie 
award      for      journalistic  excellence.
